The  new  block  at  the  Bridgend  General  Hospital,  which  has 
been  named  the  Kenneth  Hodges  Wing,  was  opened  in  July,  1962. 
It  consists  of  an  Outpatients  Department,  a Pharmaceutical 
Department,  a Casualty  Department  and  a twin  Operating  Theatre 
on  the  ground  floor.  There  are  four  Ward  floors  with  a total  of 
128  beds,  84  of  which  have  been  allocated  to  General  Surgery,  32 
to  Gynaecology,  and  12  to  Ophthalmology.  This  new  block 
embracing  modern  development  is  a great  boon  to  the  hospital 
facilities  of  the  district. 

In  the  Penybont  Rural  District  area,  which  adjoins  your 
District,  there  are  three  mental  hospitals  under  the  control  of  the 
Morgannwg  Hospital  Management  Committee.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  — Water  Supply 

On  April  1st,  1953,  the  Council  became  constituent  members 
of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  The  other  members  consti- 
tuting this  Board  are  : Cowbridge  Borough,  Cowbridge  R.D.C., 
Maesteg  U.D.O.,  Ogmore  U.D.G.,  Penybont  R.D.G.,  and  the 
Bridgend  U.D.G. 

The  main  source  of  supply  for  your  area  continues  to  be  from 
the  Graig-yr-Aber  Reservoir,  but  this  supply  is  supplemented  by  a 
supply  from  Schwyll, 

2.  — Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  sewered;  one  small  section 
has  a separate  system  for  surface  water  drainage,  the  remainder  is 
on  a combined  system.  That  part  of  the  Urban  Area,  west  of  the 
railway,  drains  by  gravity  to  a sea  outfall  near  Iron  Gate  Point. 
Most  of  the  sewage  of  the  Eastern  section  gravitates  to  a pumping 
station  at  Gian  Road,  the  remainder  to  a sea  outfall  situated 
opposite  the  Red  House,  Newton 

Cesspools 

The  emptying  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  workmen  under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor. 

THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF 
TOWN  REFUSE 


Collection 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Residential 
quarters  have  a weekly  collection  of  their  household  refuse,  whilst 
from  business  centres  and  hotels  the  refuse  is  collected  twice 
weekly,  or  more  frequently  if  the  necessity  exists. 

All  refuse  ;iis  coWected  in  modern  and  specially  designed 
motor  vehicles,  thereby  reducing  to  a minimum  any  nuisance 
which  may  arise. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  “Controlled  Tipping”,  the  tip 
being  situated  on  the  sand  dunes  in  the  eastern  part  of  your  area. 
The  tipping  is  carried  out  in  proper  layer  formation,  the  refuse 
being  levelled  and  top  dressed,  with  sand. 

The  problem  of  finding  suitable  tipping  land,  however, 
continues  to  be  an  urgent  and  major  problem  in  your  District, 
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Back  Lanes 


Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  back  lanes  of  the  District  as  clean 
and  passable  as  present  circumstances  will  allow.  Frequent 
inspections  are  made  with  a view  to  preventing  deposit  and 
accumulation  of  refuse  deposit  thereon.

ERADICATION  OF  INSECT  PESTS

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At  points  where  there  was  a good  take,  follow-up 
treatments  were  done.  These  regular  treatments  of  the  sewers 
have  r^ulted  in  less  complaints  being  now  received  of  surface 
infestation  as  compared  with  previously  when  there  was  a tendency 
for  rats  to  breed  in  the  sewers. 

Three  block  controlled  Schemes  were  also  found  to  be  neces- 
sary. In  this  type  of  block  treatment  all  the  premises  and  land 
within  a given  area  are  treated  simultaneously. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  not  a problem  in  your  area  and  no 
action  was  necessary. 

SCHOOLS  IN  THE  PORTHCAWL  AREA 

Twenty-four  visits  were  made  to  schools  during  the  year. 
There  are,  in  your  area,  three  large,  well  equipped  schools  provided 
by  the  County  Council. 

One  modern  Primary  School  is  situated  in  New  Road,  and 
serves  the  East  Ward  of  the  area. 

The  second,  incorporating  all  the  latest  facilities  in  modern 
design,  is  situated  in  the  north  end  of  Suffolk  Place,  in  the  West 
Ward  of  the  area. 

The  third  school  is  a modern  Secondary  School  situated  in 
Park  Avenue,  in  the  West  Ward.  This  latter  school  is  of  modern 
design  and  situated  in  pleasant  surroundings.

HOUSING 


General  Observations 

During  the  year  163  houses  were  erected,  by  private  enter- 
prise, none  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Members  will  appreciate  that  there  are  many  urgent  cases 
requiring  housing  accomodation.  The  decision  of  the  Council  to 
continue  building  is  welcome,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  policy  will 
continue  in  order  to  alleviate  the  hardships  that  exist,  particularly 
with  regard  to  the  aged  persons  who  are  forced  to  live  in  rooms 
or  who  are  tenants  of  large  properties.

RENT  ACT,  1957 


This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  July,  1957  and  follows 
upon  the  Rent  and  Repairs  Act  of  1954.  The  Act  has  two  purposes 
in  that  it  frees  from  rent  control  houses  (including  flats)  above 
certain  levels  of  rateable  value  and  secondly  allows  limited 
increases  in  rents  of  houses  still  under  control.  Opportunity  is  given 
tenants,  up)on  whom  increases  of  rent  have  been  imposed,  of 
obtaining  general  repairs  sometimes  outside  the  purview  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

During  the  summer  months  1 0 sites  were  occupied  by  holiday 
campers  in  tents  and  motor  trailers.  985  visits  were  made  to 
camping  sites  in  1962. 

Very  good  co-operation  was  received  from  the  caravan  owners 
in  connection  with  the  conditions  that  were  imposed  on  their 
Licences  as  the  result  of  the  Caravan  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  1960.

Milk  Supply 

The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  be  high.  In  recent 
years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  control  of  the  risk  of 
conveying  Tuberculosis  to  humans  through  milk.  It  is  now  rare  to 
receive  a notification  of  Tuberculous  Peritonitis  or  tuberculosis  of 
bone.  This  is  due  to  the  wide  distribution  of  pasteurised  milk  and 
to  the  progress  made  in  eradicating  the  disease  from  dairy  herds. 

Under  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960,  the 
licensing  of  milk  dealers  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area. 
Dealer’s  licences  on,  or  after  1st  January,  1961,  are  valid  for  five 
years  and  will  be  renewable  for  subsequent  quinquennial  periods. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 

The  regulations  came  into  operation  in  1956,  and  have 
resulted  in  a great  improvement  in  the  handling  and  distribution 
of  food. 

Continued  vigilance  and  frequent  inspections  are  required  in 
order  to  maintain  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  shops,  cafes 
and  hotels  and  to  impress  on  those  in  control  the  heav^^  respDnsibil- 
ity  that  is  placed  upon  them  in  ensuring  that  the  Regulations  are 
in  all  respects  observed.

The 
occupiers  of  all  the  registered  premises  within  the  Urban  District 
are  aware  of  the  requirements  of  these  Regulations. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  Ice  Cream  that  is  sold  in  the  town 
IS  pre-packed  ice  cream,  and  this  should  be  encouraged  as  there 
is  much  less  risk  of  contamination.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


During  the  early  part  of  1962,  an  outbreak  of  smallpox 
occurred  in  South  Wales.  This  outbreak  can  be  divided  into  three 
phases. 

The  first  case — a Pakistani  who  had  recently  entered  the 
country  from  Pakistan — arrived  in  Cardiff  on  13th  January  and 
was  later  found  to  be  suffering  from  smallpox.  All  possible  contacts 
of  this  patient  were  vaccinated  and  kept  under  surveillance.  In 
spite  of  a great  deal  of  apprehension  no  second  case  was  detected 
in  Cardiff. 

The  second  phase  caused  the  Rhondda  and  Llantrisant  out- 
break. On  February  16th  a young  married  woman  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  smallpox.  Enquiries  carried  out  indicated  that  she 
was  a close  contact  of  a relative  who  died  in  hospital  on  9th 
February  following  a difficult  pregnancy  and  showing  evidence  of 
a terminal  rash.  Following  further  investigation,  there  was  no 
doubt  that  this  person  had  died  from  smallpox  and  that  there  were 
numerous  contacts,  one  of  whom  was  the  Consultant  Obstetrician, 
who  later  died  from  smallpox.  As  a result  of  this  original  case 
29  further  cases  occurred.  28  days  after  the  removal  of  the  last 
case  to  hospital,  the  outbreak  in  the  Rhondda  and  Llantrisant 
areas  was  hopefully  declared  to  be  at  an  end. 

The  third  phase  occurred  at  the  Glanrhyd  Mental  Hospital, 
Bridgend,  where  on  April  6th  four  elderly  female  patients  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  smallpox.  There  were  45  elderly  patients 
in  the  affected  ward  and  of  these,  a total  of  20  cases  was  confirmed 
resulting  in  twelve  deaths.  Enquiries  carried  out  indicated  that  on 
March  25th  a patient  who  had  not  been  out  of  the  hospital  since 
admission  in  February,  1961,  had  died.  Her  death  was  certified 
as  being  due  to  broncho  pneumonia  but  in  view  of  subsequent 
events  it  seems  probable  that  this  patient  died  from  smallpox. 

The  three  phases  in  the  South  Wales  outbreak  produced  a 
total  of  45  confirmed  cases,  17  of  whom  died.  These  figures  do  not 
include  the  presumptive  original  cases  in  either  the  Rhondda  or 
Bridgend  outbreak. 

The  outbreak  in  the  Bridgend  hospital  was  controlled  by  the 
staffs  of  the  local  Health  Departments;  the  Morgannwg  Group 
of  Hospitals;  the  Bridgend  Divisional  Health  Department;  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council;  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital  Man- 
agement Committee;  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  expert 
advice  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  the  Health  Laboratory 
Semce.  By  their  united  efforts  all  possible  contacts  were  traced 
and  those  requiring  surveillance  were  kept  under  daily  observation. 
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Following  the  first  case  in  Cardiff  and  the  second  case  in  the 
Rhondda,  a large  proportion  of  the  population  had  obtained  pro- 
tection by  being  vaccinated.  The  control  in  the  population 
following  the  outbreak  at  Glanrhyd  Hospital  was  therefore  made 
easier  as  complications  following  vaccination  were  not  present.  It 
was  fortunate  that  the  outbreak  at  the  Glanrhyd  Hospital  was 
confined  to  the  hospital  and  no  cases  occurred  outside. 

This  latter  phase  was  declared  to  be  at  an  end  on  the  31st 
May,  1962.

An  exaintnatlon  of  the  1 able  of  Deaths  from  Cancer  shows 
that  out  of  31  deaths,  7 were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  all 
were  males.  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Angina  however,  resulted 
in  37  deaths.  Deaths  from  these  two  groups  of  diseases  continues 
to  cause  anxiety  throughout  the  country  especially  when  it  is 
realised  that  many  of  these  deaths  occur  in  the  40  to  50  age  group. 

As  in  previous  years  a close  watch  was  kept  on  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  in  those  premises  where  food  is  manufactured, 
prepared  or  sold.  Every  opportunity  was  taken  to  correct  and 
advise  whenever  it  was  felt  necessary.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  unnecessary  handling  of  cooked  meats  at  shops  is  still  far  too 
common. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  record  that  the  kindly  interest 
shown  by  all  members  of  the  Council,  has  been  much  appreciated 
by  myself  and  the  Public  Health  Department  Staff.  I wish  to 
again  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  each  member  of  the  Council 
Staff  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  particularly  to  Mr.  Dicks 
your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Department,  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.
